Dt King no matter how much compassion ne 
may have for bis fellowman, must look at all the 
facets of the problem and not be swayed by hist

Getting 1,000 poor, unemployed folks to pEJc , 
up and leave their homes, humble as some of thorn 
may be and, for an Indefinite period, to live out In 
the open, requires more than enthusiasm and devi- 

Granting Oat Dr. King finally succeeds in get- 
ting 3 000 people to Washington, since they are poor 
and without adequate funds for their sustenance, 
how is he going to teed them every day? Where is 
be going to house them every night? What about UlbIt 
health problems? Tbelr legal problems-; The prob- 
lems of discipline Where is the money for all of 
these things going to come from? 

If I understand Dr. King's program, be says 
be is going to keep bis followers in Washington 
Indefinitely. Let's take a short period of 14 days. 
Feeding each person will cost at least $1.00 a day. 
This then, U $3,000. m April weather even In 
Washington, these people will have to have some 
kind of shelter over tbelr beads at night. If be 
can get this for $1.00 per person per Right, **«& 
tw ftay.'TOf is another $3,000 per day. To provide 
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other necessities that people require each, day, 
will cost a" minimum of 50f per person i day. This 
adds another $1,500. So, at the lowest possible 
estimate, each person win cost $2.50 per day. For 
3,000 people, this adds up to $105,000 for fast 
14 days. 

Then, there are the expenses of Dr. King's 
staff and other functionaries. The traveling expense 
of these people going and coming. The whole thing 
will add up to a altering amount of somebody's 
money. 

How does Dr. King propose to raise this money? 
Moving on faith Is one tiling, but, 3,000 people, no 
matter how much faith they have, need food and 
shelter. Somebody will have to produce this In fact, 
not theory. 

Since most. If not all of the people Dr. King la 
trying to recruit are poor and unemployed, wouldn't 
ft be better to try to get these people into training 
programs in their local communities? Granting that 
ajme southern communities may not hare such 
federally financed programs, Isn't it better to peti- 
tion the government to provide them rather than 
faking these people off on ' a wild goose chase to 
Washington where, no matter what happens, they 
will have to go back to their home communities 
tor whatever benefits they are to eventually receive. 
Since lobbying for meaningful civil rights legis- 
lation Is the announced goal of Dr. King's efforts. 
Isn't he really using these unfortunate people who 
can least afford the time or money, as human 
pawns. Inspiring them with promises as an induce- 
ment to get their participation. Is creating a false 
hope of personal reward before they return home. 
If they return home disillusioned and empty handed, 
they become prime examples of futility fat their 
coti.n. titles. 

This must not be permitted to happen. The best 
way to prevent it, is not to take them to Washington 
In the first place, if a demonstration of power or 
force or whatever you want to can tt, U deemed 
necessary In Washington, then let those who can 



• afford tt inarch on Congress and 0;e president. 
Past efforts nave proven that sizeable numbers 
can be Induced to tarn out for a fust cause. 

I am afraid Dr. King's venture Is froujht 
with many dangers and problems. The Negro has a 
Just cause. There Is urgent need for putting pres- 
sure at every point In our civil rights fight to 
achieve meaningful results. This pressure should 
be pushed at the local, state and national levels. 
Every resource at the Negro's command should be 
pressed into the fight. 

On this, Dr. King or no one else will find any 
opposition. However, doing something Just for the 
publicity of It and, using unfortunate human beings. 
Is just going to far. 

It would be most unfortunate rf what happened 
to the bonus marchers In tne late twenties during 
the Hoover administration, happened to Dr.' Kins'* 
marchers. Unfortunately, the present feelb; of a 
large segment of white people Is to use the police 
force and, even the National Guard and tie VS. 
Army to supress any riots. You can see from the 
way the National Guard acted recently In Orange- 
burg, S.C., what to expect m any future riots. Every 
law enforcement agency has been In special training 
during the winter months. They have been given 
special riot control techniques. Special equipment 
and supplies have already been purchased for use. 
There is no reason then for deliberately creating 
situations that may endanger the lives of Innocent 
Negroes. 

I certainly hope Dr. King and his staff will think 
very carefully about what they do and bow they 
do It. Racial tensions In this country are now at a 
high pitch. Entirely too many people are of the mind 
that another bloody 6ummer Is In the offing. No 
matter what anybody says, Negroes have not benefit- 
ed in any substantial way from any riot. Other than 
a looters holiday, the riots of (he past have been 
very costly to all Negroes. We musi then do all we 
can to prevent riots. Washington must not become 
toother frustrating, bloody battleground. *" • *•

The SCLC operation 
locally has been very minimal, subsequent to the <:nrly fall 
of 1966, when the SCLC led a continuing series n< large 
scale open housing demonstrations here. Until tV inauguration 
of the Poor People Campaign (PPC) f in the wintov >C 1967-68, 
the SCLC's program here had for all practical <•! ->«3es fallen 
apart.

Counterintelligence program against the NOI and urt TMfMAD, along 
these lines; however, despite these efforts, hr c ntinucs 
unchallahged in the leadership of the NOI and the organization 
itself, in terns of membership and finances bar? trcn unaffected. 
The possibility exists in fact that allegations along these lines, 
from whatever source, may veil serve to enhance ivr. status of 
these individuals among their peers. 

The degree of support of these BNG by V e responsible 
Negro community is dlffc&lt to guagc. It is pr*?d- Minantly 
true, however, that there does not appear to be rw appreciable 
or outspoken support, financial or otherwise, ' i- * ■ this segment 
of the Negro community for the somewhat disrep-'La'-le element 
comprising the BNG, The opinions of knowledgcbl"- sources would 
leave one to believe, however, that this does not indicate 
disapproval necessarily, so much as disagreement over tactics, 
methods and the like, with sympathy for the so-called Negro 
liberation movement running throughot the Negro community. 
The point being made is that targets within the m*litant BNG 
must be very carefully selected, over issues wbj':'i will not in 
the final analysis serve to rally support for it -n the more 
conservative Negro community, rather than serving t»»e original 
purpose of alienating and isolating this group. 

Insofar as the liberal white community 5" concerned, 
locally there is little or no direct connection b'-tween this 
element and the BNG, The latter have disavowed T"pport by 
liberal whites and the BNG is, to all intents nm< purposes, 
already discredited in the eyes of the responsible white 
community. There remain very few liflrd core whit * liberals who 
continue to attempt to work with and aid the milieu!- black 
nationalists as opposed to the more legitimate c'vjl rights 
grqups . 

Chicago is in complete agreement wit)' Mic Bureau that 
these organizations, as noted above, appear to present a more 
direct and tangible threat to the internal security of this 
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country, and to offer greater potential for ch*< y destruction 
and disorder , than any element with In our society in the recent 
past. Chicago feels, however, that in order to t: successful, 
a counterintelligence approach Bust be based on an extremely 
realistic appraisal of circumstances,, local conditions, 
personalities, ^attitudes and prevailing condition:'. The 
counterintelligence approach on a 'moral basis, vifb white 
oriented concepts, Irrespective of its inherent ^jft-lues, is 
not believed to be the most valid or productive fcft-is on which 
to establish a program. 

Chicago feels that, on an immediate -'n-i short range 
.basis, concentration should be directed to; 1. removing 
\ selected JndLvlrtuals ,and.BNG_leaders^from the Scetv* through 
arrest, police^or court action; 2. compromising certain of 
these, Individuals^ on the basis. of _al legations or implications 
tfiat they are in some fashion" subservient to or serving the 
white power structure as informers; and 3. as opportunists 
who either stefcl from or otherwise mislead theii followers. 

Admittedly, the last of the above approaches has been 
less than totally successful In the case of the V<:1 , but it 
continues to appear as a promising technique sincr few individuals 
exercise the rigid control and discipline over th-!r organiza- 
tions as does ELIJAH MUHAMMAD. 

Chicago will closely scrutinize the itr.V<vJdual cases 
of selected individuals and Organizations, as fct forth above, 
and specific counterintelligence suggestions will V-o individually 
forwarded the Bureau where the opportunity appf •:••- to present 
itself.

There 
was no indication tOJHALn^D's wife or any of his followers made 
a direct confrontation with him as a result of these letters. '.-.. 
The wife did come to hate some of the secretaries but MUHAMMAD 
continued his activities and probably still is continuing 
this activity. It appears it was impossible for the wife and 
th'e members of tic family to take this stand as it would un- 
doubtedly have cost - them their station in life and the way 
of living to which they had become accustomed. 

At about this same time an Illinois state representative 
took it upon himself to cause an investigation to be made of 
the University of Islam Ko. 2 in Chicago to determine if the 
children therein were being taught racist and hate type subjects 

and to determine if the school was conforming with state ..- 

regulations for accreditation. This Investigation was given 
extensive coverage in local papers. The end result was that. 
the State Board of Education took no action and several apparently 
responsible Negroes came out and criticized the investigation. 
There were also charges of racial persecution. 

In this-regard it may be well to note that any ruling, 
be It state or federal, against the University of Islam Ko. 2— 
KOI schools being self-styled as "Islamic parochial schools"- 
could well effect other religious parochial schools and could 
cause other religious groups to take legal action in the event 
any action against the KOI school affected their operation.

MALCOLM X, WALLACE MUHAMMAD and HASSAK SHARRIEFF 
gave extensive exposure through the news media, both locally 
and nationally, to the imrcoral activities of ELIJAH MUHAMMAD 

and to misuse of funds by MUHAMMAD and his royal family, as 

well as MUHAMILAD's total lack of regard for the welfare of his 

followers. MALCOLM X and WALLACE MUHAL1&D attempted to form their 
own groups and exerted considerable pressure to pull KOI members 
to their side. Results proved they were largely unsuccessful 
in developing a strong organized following. It is recognized 
that MALCOLM X was killed before he had the opportunity to • 
prove his ability in this regard. However, at the tine of 
his death, his organization was apparently ict too well organized. 
WALLACE MUHAMMAD dissolved his group and returned to his father. 

The results of this exposure left the feeling that 
MUHAMILAD's extracurricular escapades were accepted by his 
followers, their belief apparently being motivated by the 
fact MUHAMllAD as the messenger of Allah was divinely inspired 
and missioned. The personal extravagance of MUHAMMAD and his 
faiily also apparently had little if any effect on the masses of 
his followers. Apparently they expected him to live lavishly " 
and are willing to make extreme monetary sacrifices in this _- 
regard with blind subservience. It is recognized some members 
hive left because of exorbitant financial demands on members I 
in the KOI but there has been no mass exodus. I ■ '• 
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With the advent of CASSIUS CLAY, MUHAKVAD again

Chicago appreciates, however, that changing times and develop- 
ments in the general RM field can have an influence on any 
counterintelligence operation. Chicago will remain alert 
to any such development, and when any situation arises, 
relative to an Individual or organization, which offers 
promise and potential as a counterintelligence operation, 
an appropriate communication will be promptly submitted. 

It might also be noted that in general, the 
assessment of the local black nationalist movement, as set 
out in our airtel of April 22, 1968, under the above caption, 
remains as noted. It was pointed out that GREGORY had threatened 
to disrupt the Democratic National Convention, in August, 1968, 
however, as the Buimu is aware, he has cancelled his demonstration 
plans for before and during this convention, and is currently 
Incarcerated. 

Chicago assures the Bureau that full and continuing 
attention is devoted to this aspect of our ope rat Ion, its 
potential value is well appreciated and this office will remain 
alert and receptive to any opportunity to accomplish and 
establish a productive counterintelligence operation.
